DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference character(s) mentioned in 
the description: an intermediate mounting surface 62. Corrected drawing sheets 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled “Replacement 
Sheet” in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any 
portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

3. Claims 1-3, and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Cohen (US 5,575,700) (Please see a more detail Figure 3 
attached with the Office Action for further explanation). 
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For claims 1 and 14, Cohen teaches a model aircraft having a landing 
gear assembly comprised of: a mounting block (83); and a pair of landing gear 
struts (10) attached to the mounting block. 

For claims 2 and 15, Cohen further teaches the mounting block includes 
an individual attachment point for each landing gear strut comprising the pair of 
landing gear struts. 

For claims 3 and 16, Cohen further teaches the mounting block has a 
planar surface having a first side and a second side, and the second side of the 
planar surface defines a channel with respect to a first and a second edge of the 
mounting block; the planar surface defines a pair of slits; and at least one of the 
pair of slits surrounds a portion of an individual attachment point. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for 

all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 



5. Claims 1 2 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Cohen (US 5,575,700). 

As described above, Cohen teaches most of the claimed invention except 
for indicating that the mounting block is made of nylon material. However, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to select such a material, since it has been held to be within 
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the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of 
its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. 

6. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Cohen (US 5,575,700) in view of Applicant’s Admitted Prior Art (as set forth on 
the BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION section in the specification, paragraph 
numbers [0002] to [0005]; hereinafter is referred to as AAPA). 

As described above, Cohen teaches most of the claimed invention except 
for indicating that the model is radio-controlled. However, as indicated in 
paragraph number [0004] of the specification, AAPA teaches that it is old and 
well known to have a radio-controlled model aircraft so as to provide power and 
control that enabled the aircraft to fly. Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have a radio- 
controlled model aircraft in order to allow the aircraft to fly. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 4-1 1 and 17-24 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: US 6,1 83,331 and US 6,7 1 5,714 teach the landing gear 
assembly for model airplane; and US 5,078,638 teaches a model airplane having 
a power and control module therein.
